On the same sandbar that tore the 
rudder olV the City of Traverse yester­ 
day morning the City of Duluth went 
aground last evening and now is a 
wreck just outside the St. Joseph har­ 
bor. 


The crew and passengers numbered 
forty ar.d these were rescued one by 
one from the sinking ship by the mem­ 
bers of the life saving crew. 
The most 
thrilling experience was that of Mr?. 
VV. E. Tryon, of St. Joseph, an invalid 
who could not wilk. who was just re­ 
turning from a Chicago hospital, where 
she underwent 
an operation. 
The 
steamer is fast aground in thirteen ieut 
, 
of water and is being \Jounded to pieces 
by the waves. 


The passengers w-ere 
all dripping 
wet when they reached the pier but 
ntme are any the worse for their e.v 
perience. 


It is thought that the insurance com­ 
pany will endeavor to unload the corn 
from the steamer and though broken 
in two it may be possible to pull the 
lightered ship into the harbor. 


walk on the north pier and it was about 
midnight when the huge cannon shot 
the 
tirst line out to the stranded 
steamer. On account of the high wind 
it missed its mark and half an hour 
later another line was shot out to the 
boat. 


The means of rescue was what is 
called the breeches buoy. 
A large 
cable was fastened on the stern of the 
steamer and the other end to the pier. 
Along this cable was run l)ack and 
forth’to the wreck the buoy, which is a 
small basket, in which the passengers 
were brought ashore one by one. 
The 
plan of moving the basket was some­ 
thing after the manner of a cash car­ 
rier. 
Captain McLean was the last to 
leave the boat. 


There was no panic on the steamer. 
The best of order wa*« preserved and 
the orticers, especially the captain, 
clerk and steward, did much to allay 
all fear. 
One of the d«;ck hands hur­ 
riedly got on a life preserver and he 
was promptly and sharply reproved by 
the captain. 


it was the purpose of Captain Mc­ 
Lean to send one of the crew ashore 
llrst so as to test the life saving appar­ 
atus. 
Une of the passeugerti. u Hebrew 
gentleman, however, was boisterously 
anxious to iret in old St. Joseph once 
more. 
He was August Kernwein. The 
caplAiin drove liiin back onee or twice 
a« he crowded in aliead of the lady pas­ 
sengers hut the captain linally con­ 
cluded that as he was so anxious to 
touch earth a*>ain he would send him 
lirst. 
The cal)le had not been streehed 
very tight and the excited passenger 
got dipped beneath several waves be­ 
fore he reached the pier. 
The other 
passengers were spared this exper­ 
ience. 


When Cai>tain McLean reached the 
dock he was met by President Graham 
who shook his hand with greatearnest- 
ne»s and thanked God that the crew 
and passengers were all safe. 
The 
greeting (»f these two men was was one 
of the most touching incidents of the 
wreck and the rescue. The experience 
of last night seemed to recall to the 
mind of Mr. Graham those awful d tys 
and nights of suspense hesutTered when 
theChicori, went down. 


Captain Stewart of the City of Mil­ 
waukee, now sailing the City t)f Trav­ 
erse, and William J. llussell*, llrst otll- 
cer on the City of Cnicago, rendered 
the life saving crew invaluaH*« service. 


The life savers are deserving of great 
credit not only for the work they did, 
but for the way they responded.* They 
are now oil' duty but they responded just 
as promptly and eheerfully and bravely 
s though under government pay.

m ent for currency reform. The proceed­ 
ings of the convention were transacted 
w ith th at business-like method which 
W’as characteristic of the m en engaged. 
There were about them a snap and a 
vlni and energy, combined w ith the ab ­ 
sence of superllulties and hair-splitting 
points of order that furnished a refresh­ 
ing contrast to a purely political con­ 
vention, where prom lnenf action is less 
required than the advantage of this or 
th a t party for a candidate.

There w’as no desire to shirk the work 
entrusted to the delegates, 
nor 
\vas 
there, on the other hand, any purpose to 
delay Its completion. 
The business of

bill, and w’hen this was done it prom pt­ 
ly adjourned. Many of the delegates re ­ 
turned to their homes yesterday afte r­ 
noon.

All w: ‘ ors of sou stories dovoto chap­ 
ters to ^ int is callcd “ the seiitiuieiit 
of tho stni,” and nil readers of the saiiio 
fe d their pulR'es thrill as they read of 
beroie re.scucs. This “ sciitiiiient” iiuiy 
have bet'll obser%’able 50 year« aj^o, and 
now aud then you retid of a rti.scm* 
vrorthy of heroes, but us a nnitter of 
fact shipowuurs and sea captains arc 
anything but sentim ental in tlieso days 
of money nmUing. 
Of ti'U ships \vh«» 
sig h t a signal of di.streKs at sea eii*lit 
w ill sneak past it if pusniblo, and the 
other two will In? nmre int»*rested in 
tho salvage quest iim than in the saving 
of life. Hiiipperswant tluiirgiuuls .shi|i- 
ped as st)(»n as possible. 
Shipowners 
ov« rl«>ad and tnulernian their vc.s.suls 
and yet want them t«» niake (juick voy- 
ago.s'. 
Hea ca]>tains m ust “ craek on” 
atul do their li«*.<t, and so it conies about 
th a t aid is .‘«eMom ext« nded when there 
is reasonable excuse for ddduing it. 


In tho year IHHO the brig Welcome 
left the j.nrt t»f Liverpoid fiir tho W est 
Indies, having on Ixnird 180 men, woni 
ou aud children, who were going to set­ 
tle ou one of the island.*«. She had u 
crew of 15 meu, a .supercargo and two 
cabin pas.sengcr8, thus bringiug tho to­ 
tal up to almost 200. Fine weather ac­ 
companied tho craft until sliu had ac­ 
complished two tiiirds of the voyage. 
Then a gale sprang up w'hich dismasted 
her and .sent her drifting back ov«*r her 
wake. 
Thi* gale had scarc«*ly abated 
when a lire broke out. and though it 
was exthiguislied after a hard ligiit a 
great quantity of prtivisions was con­ 
sumed and much of tho fre.sh water was 
haci'ifleed. 
Ni»t a spar was left aboard 
for jury masts, and as tho rucUhT had 
been rarrivd away and there was four 
feet t)f wetur in the hold the people 
realized that tho wreck could not bo 
uljaud«med too soon. 


Soon after we of the ship Evening Star 
wght<‘d the wrerk. We were sailing un­ 
d er the Holland flag, commanded by a 
H olland captain and mate, itnd I belii!Vo 
th e craft was of that nationality. 
Slio 
w as iKJund fronj Di*merara to New 
York, loaded mostly w ith sugar. I be­ 
lieve, and had been detained in Deniu- 
rara a cuupUt of weeks to ship a crew. 
It so happened that an American man- 
of-w ar to wliieli 1 belonged as an en­ 
listed man jmt into th at p«irt for some 
slight repairs, anil 13 of us deserted in 
a body to go atioard of the Star. 
We 
w ere all sailor.s. 
It de(*s not excusi? our 
action to say that the Hollander brought 
th is desertion about by tho pnmiise of 
high wages. He wanted a crew and did 
not care iiow tiio men came to him. Wo 
bad a ehisu shavo from being captured 
by our cajitain, but got to sea all 
riglit, and as tho w’catlier was gfind and 
tho 
wind 
favorable 
tho 
Hollander 
“ cracked on" to make up for hist time. 
C ue morning ju st after sunrise wo 
found tiiu drifting brig scjuaro in our 
path aud only two or three mile« away. 
A fter a brief hjok at her through tho 
glass captain and mate fell to cursing 
ttt their ill luck. As u m atter of fact we 
bad neither w ater nor provifions to 
«pare, and the ship was loaded down to 
the mark w ith cargo, but w lun we 
bt*ard our officers propose to pass the 
wreck w ithout notice every man of tlie 
ton was ready for nm tiny. 


We demanded that communication bo 
opened w ith tho unfortunate people, 
and after a good deal of growling tho 
8 ta r ran dow’n to rliciu and si^nt a bout 
aboaril. 
Tho report of tho mate when 
be returned was to the etlect tliat the 
lK)ople were on ijuarter aUowance, with 
m uch sickness among the women and 
children, and tiiat they desired to aban- 
don the wrt ek and bn taken aloard of 
tho sliip. 
Wo had spare spars aboard, 
aud tho Hollander oiVered to sell tliree 
or four sticks for about three tiuuis tlieir 
value, tho payment to bo made in gohl 
oil delivtry. Tho captain of tho brig 
declined buying, as ho was satisiied 
th at the shuttered hulk could never \n' 
worked into port, oven if fully pro­ 
visioned. Tho Hollander then agreed to 
Kell one cask of w ater and about HO 
pounds of bread, but just as we w»*rt; 
ready to transfer the goods a squall 
camo up, aud that gave liim an excuse 
fop sailing away. 
His firm intention 
w as to abandon the wreck to her fate, 
and as soon as wo realized it the ten of 
us went aft in a body aud assured him 
tbat unless he bore up and furnished 
relief we should refuse duty and take 
the oonsequenees. 
He blustered aud 
tbreateued and brought out bis pistols, 
but we were firm, and at length be 
gave orders to put tbe sbip about. 


We bad to beat up to the wreok, and 
by tbe time we reached ber there was 
bait a gale blowing aud tbe iiea was so 
beavy tbat we oould not transfer tbe 
provisions. At tho end of an hour tbe 
Hollander was for making sail again, 
but we refused to toueb a rope. He and 
bis mate, botb armed with belaying 
pins, sopgbt to drive ns aloft, bot we 
disarmed them «ad loo^ied then in tbeir 
•taterooi^ Anong m w m ft man wbo

grt the profiilont to the wreck before 
nighli but the gale eontinned» and we 
had to stand by her for 80 bonri beforo 
it was safe to lannoh a boat. 
Wo had 
mutinied and' taken possession of the 
ship, but we felt thatcircunistauccs jus­ 
tified it. Neither harm nor insult was 
offered our officers. 
After a few hours 
they were allowed full liberty, and not 
one of us entered tho cabin. There were 
many threats as to the punishment we 
should receive wheu the ship arrived iu 
port, but we stood lirm and kept clear 
of any further quarrels. 


Wheu wind and sea finally subsided, 
we boarded the wreck, to find that one 
woman and four children had died in 
the last 24 hours and th at the living 
were entirely out of food aud water. 
There was no doctor aboard, tho leak 
was hardly to be kept under, and it was 
plain that another 
hours would send 
the wreck to the bottom of tho sea. 
It 
was therefore resolved to transfer every­ 
body to the ship. Our eaptain and mate 
raved like madmen when they heard of 
this decision, and the last named be­ 
came so violent that wo had to bind 
him hand and foot. The wreck had lost 
all her boats, but the ship had three, 
and when the work of transferring be­ 
gan it was not interrupted until every 
person had been 
brought safely oil'. 
Then we secured most of the personal 
baggagi* iif crew and passengers, and by 
th«* time the last boatload was along­ 
side the Star the wreck rolled heavily 
(o starboard and port and went to the 
boittim of the sea. 


TIjh ship hud 
no accommodation 
whatevi r for pasi.cngers, and you can 
iniagine the mu.ss we were in when 
that crowd of people were taken aboard. 
The Hollander llatly refusiid to act as 
captain or to have anything to do with 
the castaways. He said we had deposed 
him by m utiny and nuist now run 
things to suit our.‘<elves and take tlu* 
consequences. ICverybody had to hi* put 
on quarter allowance at once, aud a 
shift was niadi! up whereby tho women 
and children were at h>ast sheltered. 
After consultation it was decided to 
make for the Bermudas, and on the third 
day after takitig the people <»1T the 
wreck we sij^hted the American ship 
(Jcean Queen atul se(!ured from her sev­ 
eral hundred gallons of w’ater and a 
quantity of Hour and bi.scuit. 
It was a 
run of seven day.'«' to the i.'^lands, and 
during tho last four days no adult had 
food enough to keep down the pangs of 
buuger. 
The nuite proved so obstiuato 
and dangerous that his bonds Wi*re not 
releasetl, but he shared the foori and 
w ater with the rest and was treated as 
kindly as circum.siauu es wouhl pt rmit. 


None of us ludievu<l that we ctmid ho 
punishetl for taking the ship out «if the 
captain's hands to .save luuuan lifo, aud 
I am sure we should not have be»‘U uied- 
dh:d with but for the pre.sencu of a lirit- 
ish num-of-war in jiort. 
We had in- 
fonued the Hollander of our readiness 
t»i work the ship to her port of destina­ 
tion. and lie seemed to think favorably 
of the matter, but no sooner did he 
learn of th»* presence of the nuin-of-war 
than he sippt uled to hi‘r commander. 
As a result the ten of us were at once 
arrested ami flung into pri.son to await 
the iiction of the law. 
1 never ftmnd 
out just where they intendi d t<i seuil us 
for trial, but presume it was Holland. 
Fur some reason or other tlua'o was a 
long delay, and at length nuitters were 
coujplieated by our being claiujed as 
deserters from an American num-of- 
war. 
The people whom we had saved 
were grateful enough, God knows, but 
all others hu»ked upon us as a lot of 
pirates who ought to have been hung as 
soon as captured. 


When we had been in jail for live 
months, we got word from an American 
who was pretty thoroughly posted on 
the ease tbat we should soon be sent 
away for trial aud that we m ight ex­ 
pect at least live years’ imprisonnu'ut 
apit'ce. 
This news decided us to make 
an attem pt to break jail, and one night, 
a week later, using tools which a guard 
had been bribed to pass in to us, we 
sawed away the bars of a window and 
gained our liberty. 
Proceeding to the 
harbia*, we f«iuud an American schoim- 
er reuily to sail and aw aiting our com 
ing, and beforo our escape was discover­ 
ed we were miles at .sea. Five of us sur­ 
rendered to tije naval authorities and 
took our punishmenr and .served out the 
renuiinder of our enlisrinent, but what 
became of tho others I do not know. 
But for our action 
ptople woulti 
have b'-en leit t(j go down with a wrt;ck 
on which thi.'y iiad drifted and sull’ered 
for days and weeks, aiul yet that iiction 
wasrajik mutiny, and had tho ship been 
Kuglish insti'ad of Dutch our two lead­ 
ers wumld probably have been hung and 
the rest of us got long terms in prison.

The trials show that the iiour so 
treated is not affected by damp, even 
under unfavorable conditions, and is 
free from mold. 
The compression do* 
stroys all forms of larval life and tho 
tiour is thus rendered safe from the at- 
tacks of the insects. The saving in stor­ 
age is enormous, as the cubic space oc­ 
cupied by 100 pounds of loose flour will 
hold more than 800 pounds of the com< 
pressed article.*—Beientitie Americau.
